AMERICA AND GERMANY. 


The Good Feeling ata Thanksgiving Dinner 
in Kerlin. 

BERLIN, November 28.—Four hundred and 

fifty persons attended the American Thanks- 


giving dinner at the Kaiserhof today. The 


hall was decorated with bunting, and busts of 
Washington and Emperor William were dis- 
played. Mr. Phelps, United States minister, 
presided. On his right sat Count Herbert Bis- 
marck and Mrs. Phelps, while on his left 
were Prince Radziwell and Miss Phelps. 
Among others present were Professor Momm- 
sen, Professor Curtius, United States Consul 
Edwards and Messrs. Palmer, Halsey, Stark- 
off, Spalding and Kreisman and their wives. 
Mr. Phelps alluded feelingly to the late Minis- 
ter Pendleton. In toasting President Harri- 
son, Mr. Phelps spoke of the similarity of vir- 
tues and traditions” of America and 
Germany. He said that there were 500 
Ametican youths. and 300 American maidens 
studying in Berlin without male protection, 
and that not a breath of crime or scandal had 
reached the legation about them.. There was 
not a seat to spare at either American church. 
“America’s Material Wonders,” said 
Mr. Phelps, “defy rhetoric. But 
that is not what Americans are 
proud of. They are rather proud of being the 
only nation yet born where the poor have a 
home. Sixty millions of free men still prize 
education, honor lapor, love their country and 
worship God.”’

reaching across Bedford stréet, cracking the 
glass of opposite windows and setting them on 
fire in all their upper stories. By 9.30 the rear 
of all the buildings on Chauncey street, on 
either side of Bedford street, were on fire, and 
the fire department was apparently unable to 
cope with it.

The 
streams from the engines were dissipated in 
vapor before they touched the fire. 

Suddenly a cry arose, 

‘THE WALLS ARE FALLING—BACK! BACK!”’ 

The crowd surged back for their very lives, 
startled by the shout. The firemen dropped 
their nozzles and ran to save their apparatus. 
Great. gaps opened in the walls and 
bricks from cornices dropped into the 
street with an ominous clatter. Three 
engives and the aerial ladder and water tower 
were inimmediate danger, and their crews 
buckled to the task of getting them out of 
harm’s way. Every moment was one of peril. 
Masses of tangled electric wires blocked the 
wheels of the machines, and obstructed the 
way. The firemen desperately er 
ed to effect a clearance, ut 
it was slow work, and it was 
by superhuman efforts that one engine was 
alone saved. The lofty walls of the blazing 
buildings were tottering, and the men were 
compelled to flee. There was a confused and 
deafening roar, anda dense cloud of smoke 


the old Richmond theater, in the burning of 
which, in 1811, sixty-one lives were lost. 
THE CURSE OF TRUSTS. 

On this subject Dr. Newton said: 

Many complain of the failure ot crops by floods 
yet we have no faminein this land, and for this 
blessing let us return thanks.

Our troubles often bring out cur best qualities of 
head and heart, and God, in His wisdom, oftem 
permits His children to be tried.

At Grace Episcopal church, Rev. ‘H. Mell- 
ville Jackson delivered a sermon on the nec- 
essities of the poor in which equally as strong 
language was used. In his discourse, Dr.

THEY ARE AT OUTS. 


What Governor Lee Says of the Oyster 
Troubles, 

RICHMONE, Va., November 28.—Governor 
Lee was Loday asked if be had taken any actionin 
the matter of the sinking of the Maryland oyster 
schooner by a steam tug of the Virginia oyster fleet, 
while dredging on Hog Island oyster flats. The 
governor said in his opinion Governor Jackson, of 
Meryland, had made a mistake in his hasty 
aclion in issuing the proclamation throwing 
open Hog Island flats to Maryland 
dredgers when the state of Virginia had not ac- 
cepted the decision of Referee Whiting, of the 
United States engineer corps, who decided in favor 
of the position taken by the state of Maryland, He 
further said thatthe decision of the commission, 
com posed of Messrs. Black and Beck, appointed by 
the states of Maryland and Virginia to 
define the boundary line between_ the 
two states, ran the line from headland 
to headland, which placed Hog Island flat within 
the territory of Virginia, and this was accepted, and 
the state of Virginia leased Hog Island flats’ 
oyster beds to Lewis. In the survey made by 
Engineer Whiting, he decided that the line followed 
theinlet, and did notrun from headland to head- 
land, This piaced the disputed flats within the 
territory of Miryland.

MURDERED BY A PREACHER. 


Rev. Blll Powell Confesses the Murder of 
tobert Rogers. 


Americus, Ga November °8.—[Special.]— 
One of the black demons who Jay in ambush, 
and murdered young Robert Rogers, at Lum- 
ber City, Monday night, was captured this 
morning, and he confessed the terrible deed. 
Immediately after the murder was committed 
a large reward was offered by citizens of this 
locality, and the case was put in the hands of 
Sheriff Troy Holder, of S:eward county, one of 
the best detectives in thestate. He at once 
went to work, and today arrested Bill Powell, 
a negro preacher. voudoo doctor and politician, 
who confessed to taking part in the killing,and 
gave the names of two other negroes impli- 
cated with him. The prisoner also confessed 
that the object of the assassins was 
to rob the store, but that they 
were frightened off by Rogers firing upon them 
after he was shot. The belief is general that 
Powell alone did the killing, and that his 
story of the other two negroes is made up to 
shieid himself, as he declares that one of them 
fired the fatal shot. Sheriff Holder will bring 
his prisoner here tonight. The greatest ex- 
citement prevails in the little town where 
Rogers lived, and crowds have visited the lo- 
cality to assist in the capture of the murderers.

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Belated Camp Followers. 
When minute men reach the scene of 
action after the battle-—after peace has been 
proclaimed—all the world laughs at them. 
When the belated bummers, camp follow- 
ers and hangers-on of an army come on the 
field and swagger about after the danger is 
over, they are saluted with hoots and jeers. 
Itis rather late in the day for the camp 
- followers of the union armies to show their 
heads, but they are now swarming to the 
front, A week ago these wretched laggards 
heard that a feeble old man lay dying on 
the banks of the Mississippi. In his time 
he had beena gallant soldier, a patriotic 
statesman, and the beloved ruler of a great 
nation that rose and fell without a crime— 
outnumbered, but not outdone. 

Day after day rumors went out from the 
sufferer’s bedside, and the leaders of the 
eamp followers began to rally their clans. 
Their trumpeter, on the Boston Transcript, 
shouted: 

Jefferson Davis is better. ‘*They whose hearts are 
ary as summer dust burn to the socket.” 

Another thing of sounding brass on the 
Chicago American hoarsely roared: 

Jeff Davis is reported to be dying. No man will 
be less missed by the world, His death in 1806 
would probably have saved hundreds of thousands 
oflives. By all ths laws ef government and war he 
should have been shot in 1865. He was magnan- 
imonsly permitted to live; yet, during all the years 
afforded him for repeutance, he has remained an 
uvcompromising euemy of his country. Others en- 
gaged inthe rebellion have repented and become 
loyal American cisizens, but Jefferson Davis has 
always been a demagogue andarebel. If death re- 
moves him, none bnt his family should mourn. 

There is still another swashbuckler, on 
the Chicago Tribune, who thus described 
the sick man: “In the Last Ditch—The 
Arch- Rebel at the Point of Death.’”’ When 
taken to task for these heartless words, the 
bushwhacking braggart began to hedge. He 
hinted that he could not sit up all night to 
revise dispatches and write head lines. 
Hence, some of the headlines in his paper 
might occasionally contain expressions that 
he would not have used. Then, bracing up 
again, he asked, speaking of Mr. Davis: 
“Why is it improper to designate him as 
the arch-rebel?’’ One more quotation 
willdo. It is the following: 

As respects Mr. Davis personaliy, the Tribune has 
no feeling one way or the other, and does not be~ 
lieve the people of the north baveany. Noone 
wishes bis life cut short by a singie hour, and it 
might be hoped his days would be lengthened so 
far beyond the natural limit that he might see the 
error of his life and repent before he left the shores 
of time. Such a confession by Jefferson Davis 
would be animmense benefit to the country by 
checking sectionalism and bigoted prejudice and 
bringing abouta hearty reunion of feeling. 

This simply means that the Tribune in- 
dicts, in the person of Mr. Davis, the entire 
south and every man, woman and child in 
it, forthe sun never shone upon a more 
united, devoted people than the inhabitants 
of the confederacy. 

The belated camp followers are welcome 
to their jubilee, Let them blow their bugles, 
and masquerade about with borrowed bat- 
tle-flags and second-hand uniforms. If 
mock heroics, sham patriotism, fuss and 
feathers and bluster amuse them, let them 
march on with their bummer processions, 
while brave men stand on the otder side 
with faces turned away from the shameful 
spectacle.

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A Word with a Contemporary. 

The Boston Herald ought to be a little 
more philosophical in its editorial columns. 
It can afford to place its discussions of cur— 
rent questions on a higher plane than that 
which the partisan or the mere politician 
chooses to occupy. It can afford to illum- 
inate its discussions with broad and liberal 
treatment. 

A few years ago, when Tor ConsrItTU- 
TION called the attention of the Herald to 
the fact that the real results of slavery 
were perhaps not so horrible as they had 
been, our contemporary dismissed the whole 
matter in a sumewhat flippant way by sta- 
ting that Tur ConstTiTuTIon’s view of it 
lifted the-question out of the domain of pol- 
itics. ‘That was what we were trying to do, 
but the Herald fled from the discussion 
with such precipitate haste that for months 
we entertained a suspicion that the editor’s 
feelings had been hurt. 

We observe, however, that whenever the 
Herald touches on the subject, as it is 
sometimes compelled to do, it regards it 
from the old standpoint, and with an un- 
conscious mixture of both partisanship and 
politics. In a late issue, the editor says: 


Of the 6,000,000 negroes in the south, many are 
probably no better assimilated to the intellectual 
standard desirable to be attained in a republic than 
this writer represenis them to be; but the race is 
capable of an advancement beyond this, There are 
instances enough. north and’ south, to prove that it 
isso, If the great bulk of the men and women 
have not only no better attainment, but have no 
higher aspiration, than we are told here is the case, 
then it is a scrious question for the south to con- 
sider how far it is responsible for such a state of 
things. It is ihe condition in which slavery has left 
this people, The south kept them in slavery. Has 
the south no duty other than toridicule and re- 
proach them, now that they are free? The sovth 
will find more sympathy at the north in seeking the 
better side of tne negro, and doing all it can to im- 
prove him by showing confidence in him as it de- 
velops, than it will in taunting bim with bis infers 
fority. The north is right in this position. 


The north is right in what position? In 
persistently treating the negro problem at 
the south as a political question? In bring- 
ing to bear a political and partisan pressure 
on the south that works injustice to the 
megroes by keeping the prejudices of both 
races at white heat? That is the only nor- 
thern position that the south knows any- 
thing about, and if the Herald is prepared 
_,& indorse it, it is no more than we have the 
right to expect.

thern slave-traders found them on the shores | 
of Africa? We put the question to the 


Herald, not for purposes of controversy, but 
because a failure to take into consideration 
all the facts is fatal to any intelligent con- 
ception of the condition of the negroes in 
the south, and of the real nature of the 
problem. : 

Whatever the position of the north may 
be, the people of that section would find it 
to their advantage, and to the advantage of 
the whole country, to seek the better side 
of the whites of the south, and experiment 
with that element of human nature which 
has unusual development in this generous 
climate. It would be to the advantage of 
the whole country if the north would seek 
the better side of the negro, instead of 
plunging him headforemost into politics, 
and teaching him that it is his duty to hate 
the whites of the sonth and to oppose their 
interests and his in all things. 


Wecommend this view to the considera- 


tion of the Herald. It is the view that 
must finally prevail if the two races are to 
live together peacefully at the south. : 


New England Taking Back Her Goods. 

Boston is heading a New England move~ 
ment to impert large blocks of southern 
negroes, 

A transportation fund has been raised, 
and already some 700 negroes have been in- 
duced to leave the south and settle in Bos- 
ton. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat views 
the scheme with delight, and snggests that 
it would be a good thing for all the north- 
ern and western states to go into it and 
secure about 3,000,000 of our black laborers. 
Such a distribution of 4he negroes would 
wipe out or settle our race problem. 

There is another and a fanciful view of it. 
New England unloaded her negroes upon 
us—sold them to us—aad overstocked our 
market. Under such circumstances it 
would be the neighborly thing for her to 
take back her goods, and bear the expense 
of transportation. 

But it is not likely that many negroes will 
drift northward. They are going to the 
southwest, and under favorable conditions 
millions of them will finally make their way 
to Mexico. The southern colony of blacks 
in New England will be a very smal) ele- 


ment in the population of that region.

If Mr, 
Wesley’s estate had been worth eleven 
pounds, or eleyen hundred pounds, it would 
not have made him a thief and a robber. 

The truth fs that great wealth in the 
hands of really good men is a benefit to the 
community and a blessing to the poor.

Two witnesses—Mr. Fetzer and a Mr. Faulk- 
ner, and another one whose name could:not be 
ascertained—were introduced. They had all 
known Nutallin North Carolina, and; after 
looking at Mr. ‘Dale, asserted most ‘positively 
that he was not Nutall. The examina- 
tion - of the witnesses is said to 
have been very searching, and 
thorough. The board was not satisfied with 
the result and adjourned for a further investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Dale stands the ordeal remarkably well.

Blandford, J.T wo were indicted for simple 
larceny in that they did steal 450 pounds of 
lint cotton of the value of $35. They pleaded 
guilty, aud were sentenced “by the judge of the 
superior court of Clarke county tothe chain- 
gang for twelve months. Another was in- 
dicted and put upon trialin the city court of 

‘larke county for receiving stolen goods, 
knowing the same to have been atolen, 
in that he received the same lint 
cotton, for the larceny of which the first two 
had beenindicted. Upon trial of this case, the 
evidence showed that the cotton was baled 
and packed, constituting one bale. 

Held, the offence for which the principal 
thieves had been convicted was a misde 
mennor, but the offence, if any, which the 
evidence inthis case shows was committed, 
was a felony, and the city court of Clarke 
county had no jurisdiction to try one charged

He applied to Brand to write a bond, 
and Brand, knowing that the Craigs only 
agreed to sign a forthcoming bond, drew a re- 
plevy bond. The sheriff brought this bond to 
the Craigs, and it was difficult to read. One of 
the Craigs tried to read it and failed, the sheriff 
tried to read it and failed, and certain other 
named parties tried to read it and failed, but, 
relying on the assurance of the sheriff that it 
was only a forthcoming bond, the Craigs sign- 
ed it. Afterwards, though knowing that the 
Craigs had only agreed to sign a forthcoming 
bond, Brand took judgment by default on the 
replevy bond withont giving the Craigs notice. 
Brand and Cosby demurred, and their demurrer 
was overruled, and Brand alone excepted. 

Held, the demurrer as to Brand should have 
been sustained.

The Brick Work to be (om pleted Early 
Next Week. 

The Gress zoo will soon be in new quarters. 

The brick work will be completed and the 


roof put on early next week. 

The building will be a very handsome and 
substantia] structure, and will be an ornament 
to the park, as wellasa comfortable housing 


for the animals. 

The building is being constructed on the 
plan of the Barnum winter ne 

It will bo 112 feet long by 36 wide, inside 
measurement, There will cig ht apartments 
for the cages, a large door in the rear, with a 
continuous «Peles track running through the 
center and outside a length of 224 feet long. 
An iron roofed shed in the rear, 112 feet long, 
will be erected so that the cages, which run on 
trucks, can be rolled out there in summer, and 
when the weather is fine at other times. 

By this means, visitors may drive up 
on the walk in their carriages and see the ani- 
mals without leaving their carriages. The 
cages will be constructed of iron, and are dou- 
ble, so that animals may be kept in each end. 

The building will be well ventilated and 
when closed will be warm and comfortable. 
The keepers’s office, a room 12x12, will be lo- 
cated at the front entrance. 

Men are grading the walks and drives, and 
flowers and shrubbery will be set in plats and 
borders along the walks. 

Smaller animals will be put in front, and 
larger ones, like the camels, will be removed 
at a distance from the main drive so as not to 
frighten horses. They will be in pens, 1 gaat ae as 
they are in Central park, New York, 
in a yard 200 feet square, laid off for that pur-

The other plan is to erect a large pumping 
station on the Chattahoochee, near the Ran- 
dall shoals, and pump the water into a reser- 
yoir upon a hili near by which is higher than 
Atlanta, thus giving @ natural flow to the city 
or near it. 

The latter plan is somewhat similar to the 
one proposed by Mr. Herring. That gentle- 
man thinks a pumping station on the Chatta- 
hoochee, where Peachtree creek empties into the 

-yiver, would be the cheapest and most feasa- 
le. 
; The entire committee considers the new 
works essential, and their report to the gen- 
eral council will advocate the work at the ear-

WORTHLESS IN GHORGIA.

*‘T am a detective.” 

That was the expression used by a man who 
was arrested last night 2s a suspect.

“Well, sir, by this authority,’’ he replied, 
displaying a large German silver badge, as 
large as a desert plate, and a card, about the 
size of a postal card, on which appeared the 
following printed commission, name and state 
filled out with a-pen:

To whom it may concern

as representative and correspondent of the Gran- 
non’s Dectective Bureau company, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio.

The badge was very bright and formidable 
looking, and as the electric light flashed upon 
its poliahed eurface, the following inscription 


was revealed ; 
Grannon & Co.'s 
Detoctive Bureau, 
Cincinnati, O. 

Kinard, whois a young man of thirty or 
thirty-five, was carried to the stationhouse, 
where Captain Wright and Detective Cason 
proceeded to interrogate him. 

A FIVE DOLLAR SCHEME. 

“TY actedthe blamed fool,’’ he said, “‘in 
answering the letters that I received from 
Grannon. He offered, for five dollars, to 
make me a representative and correspondent 
of his agency, and explained that the commis- 
sion gave me full power and authority to do as 
I pleased, go where I pleased, and claimed 
that there was plenty of money to be made in 
the business.”’ 

“And you bit?’ 

‘It seems I got bit. At least you see how it 
is now. Here, you may take these. I am done 
with the matter, and done with the detective 
business.’’ 

He handed over to Detective Cason his 
badge and commission, and departed a wiser 
and a happier man. 

When first discovered Kincard seemed to be 
in search of some criminal, but he very quickly 
gave up the search when he found that he had 
no authority to work in Atlanta. 

OTHERS WHO BOUGHT BADGES. 

Kinard is the fourth man who has been ap- 
prehended by the police in the last few weeks. 
One of them was here during the exposition, 
and flew pretty high for awhile, going in and 
out of any place he chose with impunity. 

He was arrested apd his badge and commis- 
sion taken from him, after which he went 
away sorrowing. 

It seems that the Cincinnati agency finds out 
the names of certain men in _ various 
places, opens a correspondence with them and 
the result is that the propositions are accepted. 
The men start out to work and when they get 
to Atlanta they are stopped. 

Itis possible that there are a number of 
them operating in other places throughout the 


state. 


The vogue is not a swindle, for the applicant 
gets just what the bureau promises; but it 
would be well for a man who wants to 
enter the thief-taking business to investigate 
the state and city laws on the subject before 
spending five dollars on something that is use 
less to him as a dectective.
